I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  \yprk 

of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1958. 

The  population  has  increased  this  year  by  140,  and  ifere  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  of  93.  \I 

Births  numbered  169,  only  4 more  than  last  year,  but  for  the 
fourth  consecutive  year  showing  a small  increase.  The  Birth  Rate 
is  still  very  low  at  13.86  compared  with  the  16.4  for  the  country  as 
a whole. 

The  Death  Rate  is  also  a little  higher  at  9.54,  but  remarkably 
low  compared  with  11.7  for  the  whole  country. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  nor  associated  with  childbirth.  As 
always,  heart  disease  was  the  principal  cause  of  death,  accounting 
for  4.05  of  the  Death  Rate — more  than  one-third  of  the  total. 
Cancer  figures  come  second  with  a total  much  the  same  as  in  1957. 
Pneumonia  accounted  for  8 deaths. 

Three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  of  them  non- 
paralytic, and  the  others  both  making  good  recoveries. 

Tuberculosis  figures  continue  to  show  a gratifying  decline,  and 
the  number  on  the  register  is  the  lowest  ever.  For  the  third  suc- 
cessive year  there  have  been  no  deaths. 

The  serious  immediate  public  health  problems  now  facing  the 
Council  are  sewage  disposal.  The  Hindhead  scheme  is  making 
progress  slowly,  and  agreement  has  been  reached  substantially  with 
the  other  Districts  concerned.  Shottermill  sewage  works  become 
increasingly  inadequate,  and  will  before  very  long  have  to  be 
improved  or  augmented. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  colleagues  on  the  staff  and  to  members 
of  the  Council,  who  have  throughout  the  year  so  willingly  given 
me  every  assistance  and  courtesy,  and  whose  co-operation  I much 
appreciate.  A special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  my  colleagues  in 
general  practice  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  interest  in  all 
medical  aspects  of  the  Council’s  work.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Facilities  are  provided  by  the  Milford,  Godaiming  and  Liphook 
Hospital  Group  Laboratory  at  King  George  V Hospital,  Hydestile, 
and  also  at  the  Guildford  Public  Health  Laboratory,  although  the 
Hydestile  one  is  generally  more  convenient  for  Haslemere.  Until 
recently  the  St.  Thomas  Hospital  Laboratory,  adjoining  the  Group 
Laboratory  at  Hydestile,  undertook  a good  deal  of  general  work 
and  also  the  Haslemere  Hospital  pathology.  This  service  has 
recently  been  withdrawn,  and  of  course  transferred  to  the  Group 
Laboratory  at  King  George  V Hospital.

One  burial  was  arranged  under  this  Section  during  1958. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED  AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 
1948,  Section  47. 

An  Association  was  formed  in  February  in  order  to  co-ordinate 
and  extend  the  services  available  for  old  people.  Only  too  often 
available  help  is  not  known  to  the  people  in  need  of  it.  Very  often 
housing  is  the  key  to  solving  problems  of  old  age,  and  more  atten- 
tion is  being  directed  to  housing  needs  of  the  aged.  One  such 
case  gave  much  anxiety  this  year,  when  an  aged  person  living 
under  rather  primitive  housing  conditions,  especially  lacking 
modern  sanitation,  heating  and  even  a hot  water  supply,  could  not 
be  helped  despite  great  need  following  illness  and  surgical 
operations. 

ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 

Propaganda  was  directed  towards  prevention  of  accidents  in 
the  home.  Over  6,000  persons  die  annually  in  England  and  Wales 
from  accidents  in  the  home:  more  than  are  killed  on  the  roads. 

About  700  of  these  are  due  to  bums  and  scalds,  and  the  num- 
ber tends  to  increase,  especially  amongst  old  people. 

There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  non-fatal  accidents  each  year. 
Propaganda  has  been  directed  specially  towards  the  problem 
with  respect  to  the  care  of  Old  People.  So  many  of  them  in  the 
country  have  paraffin  lamps  and  stoves.  Indeed,  with  so  much 
carelessness  it  is  surprising  that  there  are  not  even  more  accidents. 
The  importance  of  Fire  Guards  applies  not  only  to  gas  stoves,  but 
to  electric  and  paraffin  also.  Guards  are  compulsory  on  all  new 
stoves,  but  plenty  of  old  ones  in  use  have  no  protection. 

A special  month  of  propaganda  in  November  was  initiated  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Any  resultant  success  was  not  measurable, 
though  enquiries  showed  that  there  had  been  a better  sale  for  fire 
guards. 

The  need  for  education  on  Safer  Clothing  is  also  mentioned, 
especially  for  children  and  old  people,  while  equally  important  is 
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the  avoidance  of  full  and  loose  garments — especially  of  inflammable 
material — near  any  open  fires  of  any  kind.  Flame-resistant  fabrics 
are  obtainable,  and  if  only  the  public  would  insist  on  them  the 
supply  would  be  extended. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

The  “ One-in-Five  ” Campaign  was  launched  by  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Services  in  April,  and  leaflets  and  literature  were  distri- 
buted to  doctors  in  the  District. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  VISITING  NURSE 

The  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  continues  to  increase.  The 
number  of  visits  paid,  high  as  that  is,  scarcely  reflects  the  value  or 
the  scope  of  her  work.  She  is  essentially  a Social  Welfare  Worker, 
and  does  inestimable  good  in  health  and  hygiene  education,  as  well 
as  in  many  problems  both  psychological  and  of  day-to-day  living. 
Aged  persons,  in  particular,  welcome  and  appreciate  her  kindly 
work  on  their  behalf.  No  human  problem  fails  to  rouse  her  sym- 
pathy and  active  help.  Mrs.  Lyddiard  has  left  the  Council’s 
service  since  the  end  of  the  year,  but  her  work  will  long  be  remem- 
bered. Her  successor,  Miss  Lloyd,  continues  this  most  valuable 
service  no  less  intensively.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

A decision  was  takea  to  transfer  the  Water  Undertaking  to  the 
Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board  as  soon  as  details 
could  be  arranged.  This  is  not  because  of!  any  shortcomings  in  the 
water  supply,  but  on  instructions  of  the  Ministry  that  smaller 
undertakings  should  be  merged'  with  bigger  ones,  however  efficient 
and  desirable  their  service.  It  seems  ridiculous  that  such  satis- 
factory concerns  as  the  Haslemere  Water  Supply  should  be 
abolished  whilst  many  much  smaller  private  and  estate  supplies 
are  allowed  to  continue,  even  though  they  are  often  unsatisfactory 
and  even  inefficient. 
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Jbr  Sicklernill  Works  read  SHQTTERMILL  Works 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Sicklernill  works  and  the  smaller  works  at  Eight  Acres  require 
much  coaxing  to  produce  continuously  satisfactory  effluents.  The 
Sicklernill  works  really  require  very  considerable  enlargement, 
whilst  the  smaller  plant  will  eventually  be  abolished  when  the 
Hindhead  Drainage  Scheme  is  in  operation.  General  agreement 
has  been  reached  between  the  several  authorities  concerned,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  approval  will  be  given  in  the  near  future. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

At  Shottermill  School  the  parents  and  staff  combined  to  raise 
funds  in  order  to  build  a swimming  pool  at  the  school.  Pupils 
have,  in  the  past,  had  to  go  to  Guildford  by  coach,  at  considerable 
cost  and  wastage  of  time  in  travelling.  The  pool  was  in  fact  com- 
pleted early  in  1959,  and  is  a model  of  what  such  pools  should/ be. 
It  is  for  training  only.  It  has  a pump  circulation  and  continuous 
chlorination  of  water.  It  is  pleasing  in  appearance,  and  admirable 
from  every  point  of  view. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

This  service  provides  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  is 
administered  by  the  Surveyor. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  Refuse  Collection. 

The  service  has  continued  satisfactorily. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  number  of  observations  for  smoke  or  fume  nuisances 
made  during  the  year  was  36.  No  nuisance  was  found. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  found  or  reported  to  us 
during  the  year. 


HOUSING 

The  number  on  the  Housing  List  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
reduced  by  12,  though  29  were  rehoused  from  the  List. 

The  Five-year  Programme  of  Slum  Clearance  again  makes 
slow  progress,  and  falls  even  further  behind.  Casually  occurring 
vacancies  in  the  listed  houses  have  been  seized  upon  to  effect  re- 
conditioning, but  only  two  families  have  been  rehoused  by  the 
Council  from  unfit  houses.  No  houses  have  been  demolished  under 
the  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  which  called  for  80  houses,  an 
average  of  16  per  year,  to  be  dealt  with. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Details  of  milk  supplies  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 


FRESH  CREAM. 

Of  29  samples  taken  during  1958,  7 contained  faecal  coli,  and 
might  therefore  be  considered  unsatisfactory  though  there  are  no 
statutory  standards.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

Details  of  work  carried  out  under  these  Regulations  are  given 
in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  appended. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


There  is,  fortunately,  little  of  note  to  record.  There  were  89 
cases  of  Measles  notified,  and  though  by  no  means  all  the  cases  that 
did  occur  were  mild,  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

Institutional  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  or,  as  it  should  be 
called  Haemolytic  Streptococcal  infection,  occurred,  but  were 
quickly  eliminated. 

The  County  Council  nurseries  were  more  free  from  infection 
than  in  recent  years,  the  precautionary  examinations  conducted 
with  every  child  on  admission  undoubtedly  preventing  the  intro- 
duction of  some  infections.  Only  minor  cases  of  Dysentery,  Ger- 
man Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported. 

A fatal  case  of  Weil’s  Disease  was  recorded.  This  is  an  un- 
usual infection,  though  cases  do  occur  from  tiime  to  time.  No 
source  of  infection  could  be  discovered.  Special  investigations 
were  made  for  possible  rat  infestations,  since  rats  are  commonly 
infected  with  the  leptospirus.

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POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  were  three  cases  during  the  year,  2 paralytic  and  1 non- 
paralytic.  Both  the  paralytic  cases  were  of  moderate  severity. 
There  was  no  connection  between  any  of  the  cases,  nor  had  any 
been  vaccinated  against  Polio. 

None  of  the  cases  was  admitted  to  general  hospital,  but  in  view 
of  cases  occurring  in  the  previous  year  the  matter  was  taken  up 
with  the  Urban  District  Councils  Association  on  the  lines  that 
admission  of  such  infectious  cases  might  well  be  a danger  to  the 
hospital  inmates  and  staff,  and  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
patients,  who  might  at  any  time  require  very  urgent  highly- 
specialised  treatment  for  breathing  embarrassment. 

The  Vaccination  Scheme  was  extended  to  older  age  groups, 
up  to  the  age  of  25,  the  use  of  Salk  Vaccine  imported  from  America 
being  authorised. 


SCHOOL  ABSENTEES. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Mass  Radiography.  All  school  teachers  employed  by  the 
Surrey  County  Council  are  subject  to  X-ray  examination.  An 
attempt  was  therefore  made  to  secure  the  same  for  teachers  in 
private  schools.  It  was  unfortunately  not  possible  to  arrange  this 
at  Haslemere  Hospital  except  on  payment  of  private  fees.  A few 
teachers  did  visit  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  at  Liphook. 
Later,  in  1959,  when  the  Unit  visited  Haslemere,  it  unfortunately 
came  during  the  Easter  vacation.  It  is  as  desirable  that  teachers 
in  private  schools  should  be  X-rayed  as  it  is  for  Council  schools, 

I but  the  narrow  restrictions  of  the  X-Ray  Service  in  the  hospital 
prevent  it. 
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There  were  51  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  at  the  end  of 
1958,  namely,  25  male  and  26  female,  and  the  following  table  sum- 
marises the  tuberculosis  register  as  at  31st  December  for  the  last 
twelve  years:

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  this  district  for  the 
past  11  years.  The  percentage  immunised  for  1958  is  lower  than 
in  previous  years  due  to  the  fact  that  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
programme  tended  to  coincide  with  the  diphtheria  immunisation 
appointments.  This  was  unavoidable  but  should  not  occur  again 
as  many  school  children  have  now  completed  their  primary  polio- 
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myelitis  vaccination.  Parents  have  been  reminded  that  it  is  vital 
to  maintain  a high  degree  of  immunity  against  diphtheria.

Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children,  Immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccination  against 
Smallpox. — Many  of  the  requests  for  this  service  come  from  the 
parents  of  large  families  who  live  in  rural  areas,  remote  from  buses, 
clinics  and  doctors'  surgeries.  Health  Visitors  request  treatment 
for  children  whose  parents  are  unable  to  visit  the  local  clinic,  or 
who  refuse  treatment  unless  it  is  given  at  home.  Separate  vaccines 
against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  are  used  in  preference 
to  combined  vaccines.  No  parent  has  ever  refused  treatment  be- 
cause of  the  extra  injections  involved. 


SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  offered  to  all  children  at  the 
same  time  as  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation,  and 
is  performed  also  in  the  home  if  necessary.  The  following  table 
gives  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district  during  1958:

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WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 


It  is  now  six  years  since  the  Whooping  Cough  immunisation 
scheme  was  commenced.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below,  the 
percentage  of  children  immunised  under  one  year  is  69.69  per  cent. 
This  is  excellent  when  we  remember  that  treatment  cannot  com- 
mence until  three  months  of  age  and  three  injections  at  monthly 
intervals  are  required.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  numbers,  although  fluctuating  as  is 
usual  when  dealing  with  small  groups,  have  continued  to  fall,  as  has 
been  the  experience  over  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  now  are  generally  mild 
with  few  chest  complications.  No  deaths  were  reported  in  this 
district  during  1958.  Although  the  use  of  penicillin  and  other  anti- 
biotics contributes  greatly  to  the  prevention  of  a fatal  outcome, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  has  been  of 
much  value  in  either  preventing  or  modifying  the  disease.  Nowa- 
days, cases  of  Whooping  Cough  in  immunised  children  are  often 
so  mild  as  to  be  unrecognisable  as  such.  Parents  are  urged  to 
ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  in  early  infancy.

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twenty-sixth  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

In  the  Public  Health  administration  a certain  amount  of  fresh 
legislation  came  into  force  during  the  past  year,  covering  the  opera- 
tion of  slaughterhouses,  the  control  of  petroleum  installations  and 
amending  regulations  and  enactments  with  regard  to  the  Rent  Act. 

In  the  latter  instance  the  administration  of  the  Rent  Act  was 
considerably  eased  by  these  helpful  amendments.  As  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  very  few  disrepair  certificates  were  issued  under  the 
Rent  Act,  and  the  adjustments  between  tenants  and  landlords  have 
taken  place  very  smoothly  and  harmoniously. 

With  reference  to  the  Schedule  of  Unfit  Houses  and  the  pro- 
gramme for  dealing  with  these  during  the  next  few  years,  a few 
more  dwellings  have  been  removed  from  the  list,  but  mostly  due  to 
fortuitous  vacancies  having  occurred  and  undertakings  obtained 
from  the  owners  to  make  the  houses  fit  before  reoccupation.  There 
were,  unhappily,  only  two  families  rehoused  by  the  Council  from 
these  dwellings  although  the  five-year  programme  requires  an 
average  of  sixteen  properties  to  be  dealt  with  each  year. 

Food  supervision  has  shown  that  a considerable  improvement 
is  taking  place  in  the  attitude  of  all  those  concerned  in  the  handling 
and  sale  of  food,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  recent  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  which  were  well  popularised  with  the  public, 
has  had  very  beneficial  effect. 

As  was  mentioned  last  year,  the  provision  and  offer  of  frozen 
foods  is  increasing  and  it  is  felt  should  be  encouraged,  and  much 
improved  food  wrapping  is  taking  place,  including  raw  foods  which 
were  at  one  time  very  casually  handled. 

The  routine  sampling  of  food  and  water  again  this  year  shows 
that  a very  good  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  articles  is  well 
sustained. 

Rodent  control  in  the  district  has  been  administered  without 
incident  and  it  is  well  worth  saying  that  the  area,  as  a whole,  is 
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kept  very  free  of  rats,  which  is  well  illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
when  the  io  per  cent,  sewer  testing  is  undertaken  no  evidence  of 
infestation  is  obtained. 

In  all,  it  has  undoubtedly,  in  the  sphere  of  Public  Health, 
been  and  good  and  progressive  year. 

During  the  year  a change  of  clerical  staff  took  place  when 
Mrs.  J.  Hill  resigned  on  her  marriage;  and  in  this  connection  I 
would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  her  excellent  service  ex- 
tending over  thirteen  years.
